Deity and Divinity. 


A few months ago there was a conference 
field in Washington, D. C., of the bishops of 
the Episcopal Church. According to the 
Churchman, they kindly passed the following 
resolution with reference to the subject of 
union with other denominations: 

We would also affectionately commend this whole 
most grave subject anew to the consideration of these 
Protestant communions, and ask them to consider it 
seriously, with a view to arriving at intereommunion 
and possibly union of them and us, through the com- 
position of some of the differences, and the recognition 
that others do not sufficient reasons for 
creating or continuing the rupture of that visible unity 
of the Church for which our Lord Jesus Christ prayed.

In reference to this invitation the great Dr. 
Buckley, for many years the editor of the 
Christian Advocate, in his issue of November 
5th, 1903, used the following language: 

But we think the burden of action and of the propo- 


bodies who hold positions from 
which the impossibility of organic union would seem 


sition lies upon all 


to follow. 

For example, it is not for the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, which does not and cannot accept the idea that 
a succession of bishops, distinct as an order from that 
of elders, is essential to the establishment of the min- 
istry and the due administration of the holy commun- 
ion, to make propositions to such churches. If they 


can devise a method in harmony with their own prin- 


ciples, we, will with Christian politeness and brotherly 
We could not, of course, ask them 
to come to us. The position of the Presbyterian 
Church is similar. None of the evangelical denomina- 
tions, so called, that recognize each other’s ministry 
and sacraments, can possibly take a step which would 


love consider it. 


take away the power of that recognition from thém. 

It would be a most glorious spectacle for Protestant- 
ism, leaving out of course those who deny the deity of 
Jesus Christ (for all who deny that practically declare 
all who admit it to be idolaters), to raise the banner 
of genuine Christian unity. 

Dr. Buckley in this passage emphasizes the 
phrase deity of Jesus Christ in such a way 
that it has caught the attention of the press. 
And, unless we leave our readers in ignorance 
of current thought, we will be compelled to 
mention some of the things said about the na- 
ture of Christ, concerning whom men have been 
interested ever since he was first alluded to by 
prophet. The Christian Observer of November 
25, 1903, said: 


Tue Deity or Jesus CuHrist.—The doctrine of the true 
deity of the person of our Lord is vital to evangelical

Christianity. It has always been so, and from the na- 


ture of the case must be so. In our own day, when old 
heresies are being revived and set forth in new attire, 
the Chureh needs to be specially on her guard. 


When the Ritschlian says that it matters little 
whether we hold to any theoretical judgment in re- 
gard to the true deity of our Lord, so long as Jesus 
Christ is held to have. the value of God to us, we have 
what seems to us a very subtile, but a very dangerous 
statement. The deity of the person of Christ cannot 
be discounted in this way and long retain its suprem- 
acy. 

Then if its supremacy be destroyed, the very heart 
is taken out of vital Christianity, and we are left with 
a lifeless body. It was the doctrine of the trinity and 
of the deity of Christ that expressed the victorious 
power of Christianity in the Roman Empire. 


No; that is not the way to state the history 
of the thing accurately. For it was the doe- 
trine of the unity of God, and that Jesus Christ 
was the Son of God, that made Christianity 
victorious in the Roman Empire. Later, Chris- 
tianity having gained the control of the mate- 
rial forces, corrupt men pressed into the posi- 
tions of power, and under their influence 
Roman emperors, from Theodosius the Great 
to Justinian the Great, issued decrees estab- 
lishing the doctrine of the trinity; and no man 
in the civilized world dared openly deny it. 
And the world entered on the “Dark Ages.” 
From that time the state church constantly as- 
serted the identity of the divinity and the 
deity of Christ, until the time of modern lib- 
erty. 


But still the mere iteration without giving 
Scripture proof of the identity between divin- 
ity and deity will not avail. This is the dev 
of freedom of investigation; and scholars that 
are independent in their thought, and who seek 
for the truth, emphatically the truth, know 
that there is such a person spoken of in the 
Scriptures as a being higher than man, and 
higher than the angels; but who said of God, 
“My father is greater than I.” 


This question of the true nature of Jesus 
Christ and the distinction between divinity 
and deity, is agitating the press, and we have a 
right to allude to it. At the Boston University 
and the Chicago University it is a subject of 
live discussion. The Journal and Messenger 
(Baptist) of January 7th, 1904, says: 


An Ohio pastor writes, relative to an editorial which 
appeared in our issue for December 10: 
_ I wish to thank you for your editorial in this week’s 
issue, on “Divinity, not Deity.” It is high time that a 
loud oe were made against the error which is noth- 
ing short of rank Socinianism that is being suggested, if 
not taught, in ——. That this is so, is evident to me 
because so many coming from there are not sound om 
the Godhood of Christ. They hold that he is indeed 
a but he is not co-equal and oo-eternal with the 

‘ather. 


The same paper, in its issue of December 17, 
1903, had said: 


Divinity, Nor Detry.—Those who think along theolog- 
ical lines, and preachers who undertake to present the 
sacrifice of Christ as an all-sufficient salvation for those 
who believe, should take notice that we are called upon 
to make a distinction between the divinity and the deity 
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of the Lord Jesus. Until recently, it seemed sufficient 
to use the word “divine,” or “divinity,” when speaking 
of the personality of Christ. When it was said to him 
that he was a divine being, “the Son of the living God,” 
the third person in a Trinity, one with the Father and 
the Holy Spirit, it was thought that the language con- 
veyed the idea that the same Christ was “very God of 
very God,” “the same in substance, equal in power and 
glory” with the Father. But it seems that we must now 
change our phraseology, and ought not to use the terms 
deity and divinity as meaning the same thing when ap- 
plied to the Lord Jesus. 

In this attempt to explain what he meant when he 
said that we could no longer believe in the deity of 
Christ, Dr. Foster, of the ago University Divinity 
School, said that he believed in the divinity of Christ, 
but not in his deity, and one of our exchanges, edited by 
the book editor of our Publication Society, accepts the 
distinction as important, the editorial taking the same 
view, and saying: “We hold, then, absolutely to the 
divinity of our Lord, because we hold to the authenticity 
of the New Testament’s account of the virgin birth. At 
the same time, to us, there seems to be a difference be- 
tween this and the assertion of the deity of Christ, in 
the sense that Christ was God himself. It is almost be- 
yond conception that God moved among men as Christ 
moved; that he became subject to jimitations as Christ 
was subject to them; that he died on the cross as Jesus 
Christ died thereon.” And the author of the editorial 
indorses Dr. Foster in his declaration that Christ was 
divine, but not deity. 

The Journal and Messenger then went on, in 
a well written editorial, about four times as 
long as the passage we have quoted, to show 
that unless Christ was the infinite God, “man 
is unredeemed.” 


We do not accept the argument of the Jour- 
nal and Messenger; believing with Jesus him- 
self, that “God so loved the world that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever believ- 
eth in him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.’ We believe that redemption 
comes not from the blood of God, but of the 
Son of God; that this Son was divine, and now 
sits at the right hand of God, whence he will 
come to judge the quick and the dead. 

The Free Baptist of January 26, 1904, also 
said: 

Some Baptist, Congregational and other preachers and 
authors openly avow their disbelief in the Trinity, while 
others claim to accept the doctrine of the Trinity while 
believing that Christ is an intermediate being between 
man and God. But such a claim is from the nature of 
the case false to any true theory of Trinity. Congrega- 
tionalists have been accused of drifting into Unitarian- 
ism, and their liberality has left them at the mercy of 
men of all shades of belief. But the poison is at work 
in other denominations as well and must be withstood. 

And the Church Advocate of January 13th, 
uses this language: 

A distinction between “divinity” and “deity” is be- 
ginning to be recognized in some quarters where we 
had thought it was acknowledged long ago. It is true 
that our theological writers have used the two words 
interchangeably, but it has always seemed clear to us 
that it was done without suflicient warrant. Now that 
Unitarian ideas are apparently finding acceptance in 
other institutions, teachers, protessors and doctors find 
it necessary to affirm their belief in the “divinity” of 
Christ, while they deny his “deity.” Thus in his at- 
tempt to explain his position, Dr. Foster, of the Chi- 
cago University Divinity School, declared that he be- 
lieved in the “divinity” of Christ, but not in his 
“deity.” And the book editor of the Baptist Publica- 
tion Society is reported by the Journal and Messenger, 
a Baptist paper, as taking the same view. He is quot- 
ed as saying: “We hold, then, absolutely to the divin- 
ity of our Lord, because we hold to the authenticity of 
the New Testament’s account of the virgin birth. At 
the same time, to us, there seems to be a difference 
between this and the assertion of the deity of Christ, 
in the sense that Christ was God himself. It is almost 
beyond conception that God moved among men as 
Christ moved; that he became subject to limitations 
as Christ was subject to them; that he died on the 
cross as Jesus Christ died thereon.” And the author 
of the editorial indorses Dr. Foster in his declaration 
that Christ was divine, but not deity. 
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We should not confound the doctrine of the 
true unity of God, nor confuse it in such a way 
as to weaken the power of Christianity in its 
attack upon heathenism and Mehammedanism. 
The Literary Digest of December 19, 1903, con- 
tains the following militant expression of the 
hatred of Mohammedanism, issued by a Mo- 
hammedan of Bagdad, “the head of the Holy 
Islamic League :” 

This article of our faith is in direct opposition to 
Christian teaching. Through this article the Christian 
dogma of a trinity becomes the sworn enemy of the 
God of Islam. The absolute hostility of these two 
fundamental doctrines is a cruel trial to the patience 
of every Mohammedan. Ye Christians, educated as you 
are from your youth in the doctrines of your church, 
can have no conception of the terror and disgust that 
overcomes our souls at the very mention of the word 
trinity. Know that as we are filled with an overwhelm- 
ing awe of our doctrine of the oneness of the true God, 
it is absolutely impossible for us to permit or to ex- 
cuse anything that would in the least conflict with the 
unity of the one indivisible God. 


The seriousness of this matter is manifested 
by the following words of the Christian Advo- 
cate as late as December 24, 1903: 

A TITLED CONVERT FROM ROMAN CATHOLICISM TO Mo- 
HAMMEDANISM.—The death of Lord Stanley, of Alder- 
ley, brings forward once more his peculiar religious 
career. A man of marked ability, intrusted with va- 
rious diplomatic appointments, a secretary to the spe- 


‘cial mission in the Danubian provinces when he was 


about thirty years of age, he was born in 1827, and 
educated as a Roman Catholic; but later he embraced 
Mohammedanism and lived and died in that faith. We 
hope that some reliable account of his change will be 
furnished. 


Some months ago we published an editorial 
calling attention to a sermon of the great Dr. 
Buckley bearing on the subject of the invita- 
tion of the Young People’s Society of Christian 
Endeavor to the Epworth League for union. 
In that sermon Dr. Buckley said that he would 
as willingly receive a Mormon into the church 
as a person that denied that Christ was God. 
He meant any one who denied that Christ was 
the infinite God. 

In our comments on this divisive utterance, 
which was preached to the great convention 
of the Epworth League, so soon after they had 
received a union invitation, we called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Endeavorers, in believ- 
ing that Jesus Christ was the Son of God, 
rather than the infinite God, were in the com- 
pany of God himself, who declared at the bap- 
tism that the person baptized was the Son of 
God; and that if the infinite God had there 
been baptized he would have so stated, instead 
of leaving the hearers to believe that it was 
the Son of God; he would have said, This is 
God, or the infinite God, in whom I am well 
pleased. 


With reference to this editorial we have re- 
ceived the following letter from Ivan Panin, 
the distinguished literateur and Scripture stu- 
dent, which a subsequent letter indicates that 
he desires published : 


GRAFTON, MAss., November 23, 1903. 
Dear Brother Summerdell: 

Your remarks last week about calling the Lord Jesus 
“God” reminded me at once of John 1:1: “In the begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word was with the God 
(the Father), and the~Word was God.” In verse 14, 
John makes it plain that he. means the Lord Jesus, 
since he says, “The Word became flesh.” I was re- 
minded also of John 20:28, where Thomas exclaims 
without rebuke from either the Lord or the disciples, 
“My Lord and my God!” “Thomas answered and said 
to Him (Jesus), My Lord and my God!” This cannot 
be a mere exclamation of surprise, but a recognition of 
him as God. 





But as such passages can be said (though illogically) 
to bear another explanation, I have made a numerical 
test of one passage that cannot possibly be made. to 
mean aught else than what it says: 

In John 1:18, Westcott and Hort (who are not great 
sticklers for orthodoxy, but who edited their text sole- 
ly one what seemed to them the best evidence), read 
“the only begotten Gov, who is into the bosom of the 
Father, he hath declared him.” They do not give the 
usual reading Son even as alternative. 

Here is the numerical test. John 1:1-18, forms in their 
text a division by itself. The word theos, God, occurs 
there twice; while the word wios, son, does not occur 
at all. The substitution of uwios for theos would have 
this effect: (1) It would add a word to the ordinary 
vocabulary and four letters to it; (2) it would add a 
word to .the Vocabulary of Forms and four letters to 
it; (3) it would change the proportion between words 
occurring once and those occurring more than once; (4) 
it would change the sum of the numerical values in 
both vocabularies; (5) it would change the total numer- 
Now the Vocabulary 
of Forms to this passage has 126 words, or eighteen 


ical value of the entire passage. 


sevens, which occur 252 times (the number of words 
in the passage), or thirty-six sevens, and their numer- 
ical value is 82,306, or 11,758 sevens. Of these 126 
Forms, seventy-seven occur but once, or eleven sevens; 
and forty-nine, or seven sevens are used more than 
once. Theos, God, being one of these latter. 

There is thus clearly a scheme of sevens running 
through the structure of this passage. 

But 126, the number of Forms, is a multiple of nine 
as well as of seven, since it is fourteen nines. Now 252, 
the number of words in the passage, is also a multiple 
of nine, as well as of seven, being twenty-eight nines. 
The total value of all the 252 words, or of the entire 
passage, is 129,987, again a multiple of nine, since it 
is 9x11x13x101. 

Lastly, the number of letters in the 126 words of 
the Vocabulary of Forms is 684, or seventy-six nines. 
“Only begotten Gop” is thus the true reading, even 
though Ezra Abbot (a Unitarian) has written a whole 
treatise to prove that the true reading is “Son.” 

This once more shows how trustworthy in the main 


is the text of Westcott and Hort, and the claim that 
Jesus Christ is nowhere in the New Testament called 


God, must be forever given up. Faithfully yours,

Brother Panin, with his broad Christian 
spirit and deep love for the followers of Jesus, 
admits that the passages he’ quotes “can be 
said (though illogically) to bear another ex- 
planation.” But Dr. Buckley makes this dog- 
ma a barrier to keep Endeavorers and Epworth 
Leaguers apart; and the matter becomes tre- 
mendously important in connection with the 
subject of union. Why might not the Endeay- 
orers be allowed their interpretation, even 
though supposed to be “illogical?” Can we 
never allow union, unless those with whom we 


- unite are all “logical” in their Scripture inter- 


pretations? 


But the only point that bears on the “logic” 
of the theological discussion is Brother Panin’s 
closing statement, “The claim that Jesus 
Christ is nowhere in the New Testament called 
God must be forever given up.” 


But who has made such a claim? The edi- 
tor of this paper certainly has never done so, 
unless it was by inadvertence, or in some*mod- 
ified sense. What we claim is, that he is not 
declared to be the infinite God, by anybody in 
the sacred history, who was inspired. 

_ Brother Panin’s wide reading of classical 
Greek authors will corroborate our statement 
now; that in the Greek language the word 
theos (God, or god) was applied to many di- 
vine beings, so-called, or so supposed. Hence, 
if such usage prevails in the New Testament 
also, there may be beings to whom the word 
theos is applied, who are not the infinite God, 
who is the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ; 
unless it is otherwise stated. That is, the 
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word theos (God, or gud) may be used in a 
subordinate sense. 

And such use of the word theos is found in 
the New Testament. Even the Apostle Paul 
distinctly admits and states such use in the 
following language, where we insert in paren- 
thesis the word infinite, to help call attention 
to the distinction which Paul makes: 


“There is no (infinite) God but one. 
there be that are called gods, whether in heaven or on 
earth; as there are gods many, and lords many; yet 
to us there is one (infinite) God, the Father” (1 Cor. 
8:4-6.) 


For though 


Among the passages where the word theos 
(God, or god, in the subordinate sense) is ap- 
plied to Jesus, are those quoted by Brother Pa- 
nin. These passages do not intend to 
teach that Jesus was the infinite God; or, else, 
according to the passage on which Brother 
Panin makes so much pressure (John 1:18), 
John would teach that there is a begotten in- 
finite God. If John had intended to teach 
such a doctrine, he would not have given the 
explanation of his writing his book (John 20: 
30-31), by saying, “Many other signs therefore 
did Jesus in the presence of the disciples, 
which are not written in this book: but these 
are written, that ye may believe that Jesus is 
the Christ, the Son of God,” ete. 

Now if John had believed that there could 
be a begotten infinite God, he would have said, 
“These are written that ye may believe that 
Christ is the God.” But he never said such a 
thing, nor intended to teach it, however true 
might have been the divinity of Christ. For 
we have no question that he was truly divine, 
being the only begotten Son of God. 

Wow was Jesus correctly called by this gen- 
‘ie Word God? He was, for he was the Son 
of the infinite God, that God at whose “right 
hand he sat down;” the infinite God who said 
to him (Hebrews 1:5), “Thou art my Son.” 
And, on account of his being the Son of God, 
the writer says (Heb. 1:4), “He hath inherited 
a more excellent name than” the angels; and 
so the infinite God says to him, “Thy throne, 
0 God, is forever and ever. Thou hast loved 
righteousness and hated iniquity; therefore 
God, thy God, hath anointed thee with the oil 
of gladness above thy fellows.” 

Notice how the writer of Hebrews makes 
the distinction plain, “thy”’-God hath anointed 
thee above thy fellows. Thou art a god, but 
thou hast had even fellows, in some sense; but 
thou hast loved righteousness; and therefore 
the infinite God, “thy God,” has anointed thee 
above thy fellows. 

But no one ever anointed the infinite God 
above his fellows; and the infinite God has no 
one to anoint him; and the infinite.God was 
never begotten. 

But what an idea that would be: two infi- 


_hite Gods, one of them begotten, the other un- 


begotten ! 

No; Jesus is the Son of God, and “inherits” 
the name of God. 

Jesus was at various times called God, or 
god; but that fact does not demonstrate him 
to be the infinite God. Or we would have too 
many infinite Gods; for others beside Jesus 
are called God, or god. Let us see how others 
are in the Bible called God, or god. 

In Exodus 7:1, we read from the old trans- 
lation (for it is in that place more accurate 
than the new one): “And the Lord said unto 
Moses, See, I have made thee a god to Pharaoh, 


and Aaron, thy brother, shall be thy prophet.” 
In this case, the word god, applied to Moses, 
is from the original Hebrew word, elohim, 
which in the most of other places, is translat- 
ed by the word God, with the capital letter. 
And this “god” had a “prophet.” Turn to the 
Septuagint, and the literal translation is “See, 
I have given thee, God (or god), to Pharaoh, 
and Aaron, thy brother, shall be thy prophet.” 
The Greek word of the Septuagint is theos. In 
the Hebrew, the word elohim is the word ap- 
plied to the infinite God. But yet Moses is so 
styled. Does it make him the infinite God? 
Certainly not. No more does the calling of 
Jesus by the name of God, or god, or Imman- 
uel, or mighty god, or Mighty God, make him 
the infinite God, or prove him so. 


We will not stop to show how in the book of 
Exodus, in various places, the use of the word 
elohim (God), as applied to men, is concealed 
from the English reader by the use of the word 
judges in the translation. But we definitely 
charge that if the person referred to had been 
Jesus, the translators would have been sure 
to have translated elohim by the English word 
God (with the capital letter) ; and some would 
have reasoned that it proved Jesus to be the 
infinite God. It is evident that for the his- 
torian to call those judges elohim did not prove 
them to be the infinite God. 

But, now, because it is used by Jesus himself 
in an argument similar to the one in which 
we are now engaged, we turn to Psalm 82:1, fi. 
“God standeth in the congregation of God: he 
judgeth among the gods. * * * I said, Ye are 
gods, and all of you sons of the Most High. 
Nevertheless ye shall die like men.” 

Here men are called elohim. In the Septua- 
gint (but the Psalm is numbered 81) the word 
applied to these men is theos, God, or god. 


Now Jesus uses this argument just as we 
are trying to do, in his controversy with the 
Jews, who were about to stone him, because 
that they said that he being a man made him- 
self God, or a god. (The translators should 
not in John 10:33 have used the capital letter, 
for Jesus made the matter plain in the follow- 
ing verses.) “Jesus answered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I said, Ye are gods? If 
he called them gods, unte whom the word of 
God came, say ve of him whom the Father 
sanctified and sent into the world, Thou 
blasphemest; because I said 1 am the Son of 
God” 

That is, Jesus professes to assume a lesser 
title, “Son of God,” than God himself gave to 
men, elohim, or theos. ; 

Now it is our conviction, that if Jesus had 
been the infinite God, there was one good time 
for him to have asserted the doctrine. But he 
did not do it. His words were, “I said, I am 
the Son of God.” : 


And when Jesus was on trial for his life, 
the Jews did not charge him with blasphemy 
as claiming to be the infinite God; but they 
condemned him because he claimed to “be the 
Son of the Blessed.” But how they would 
have been delighted if they could have plaus- 
ibly charged him with claiming himself to be 
the Blessed One! 

Since they considered it blasphemy for him 
to claim to be the Son of God, of how much 
greater blasphemy would they have considered 
him guilty, if he had claimed to be the God 
himself. 
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But Jesus made no such claim. He only 
claimed to be the Son of God, and was so un- 
derstood. If he had been the infinite God, his 
silence on that subject is incompatible with 
true moral character. For if he was the in- 
finite God, he was concealing that truth; a 
far more important and stupendous truth than 
his claim to being the Son of God. 

This is confirmed by the fact that when he 
was on the cross, some hours later, they did 
not mock him as having claimed to be God, or 
the infinite God. Their words (Matt. 27 :42- 
44) were, “He saved others; himself he can- 
not save. He is the King of Israel; let him 
now come down from the cross, and we will 
believe on him. He trusteth on God; let him 
deliver him now, if he desireth him; for he 
said, I am the Son of God.” 

But if he had ever claimed to be God, in the 
highest sense, they would have shouted, as they 
derided him, He said, J am God. But no such 
mockery is recorded; for he only claimed to 
be the Son of God. 

We are sure, then, that Jesus was what God 
declared him to be at ‘the baptism, God’s “be- 
loved Son;” that John the Baptist told the 
truth when he said of Jesus, “I saw and bare 
record, that this is the Son of God;” and that 
Jesus himself knew better than we do, when 
he said, “I am the Son of God.”

Chancellor Andrews, of the Nebraska State 
University, thinks his institution should ac- 
cept Rockefeller’s offered gift, because Rocke- 
feller was not responsible for his “Trust’s” 
crushing smaller firms, since he had offered 
them reasonable sums to get out of the way. 
He also is said to think that society will final- 
ly put to death the physically weak and men- 
tally incompetent (by regularly appointed 
physicians), just as the oil trust now kills 
weaker business houses. We trust he is mis- 
represented as to his utterances. Bryan an- 
nounces that he is unchanged on the silver 
issue; but insists on making a moral issue in 
the coming political campaign. He contends 
that the great struggle is between democracy 
and aristocracy. The Chicago theaters are 
again allowed to open, giving assurance of pro- 
tection against fire. It is now charged that 
Bristow, who was in charge of the investiga- 
tion of the Postoffice Department, and whose 
report was helpful to the finding of about fifty 
indictments, had improperly appointed his 
own father and son to postoffice positions. 
Bristow denies the accusation, saying that his 
relatives were regularly appointed. In Rus- 
sia, last year, 83 papers were suspended and 
259 editors were sent to Siberia. That kind 
of work is beginning in Colorado, in out coun- 
try. Premier Combes, of France, announces 
that there is only one more enemy for the re- 
public to fight, “Clericalism.” He seems to be 
fighting it well. Germany is distressed by the 
news that her people are tortured, even burnt, 
by the negro “rebels” in southwestern Africa. 
The increase of republicanism in Spain has 
led to the formation of a conservative and re- 
actionary cabinet. Dr. Bevan, of Chicago, an- 
nounces that physicians have no remedy for 
pneumonia. The Czar of Russia has issued 
another of his characteristic decrees; this time 
ostensibly in the interest of the peasants. We - 
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observe, panne, that the peasants are al- 
lowed no representatives in the “conferences” 
which determine their fate. President Har- 
per announces that the Chicago University has 
ceased to be a Baptist institution. It would 
have been fully honorable to have announced 
The widely 
published rumors that the Czar is desirous of 
peace are like all his official utterances, for 
foreign consumption, to make public opinion. 
We can only know that man by his acts and 
the acts of his government. Whitaker Wright’s 
death was a suitable close to his wicked life. 
Would that some of our “promoters” could be 
tried by English law and judges.. The Brit- 
ish undoubtedly gain triumphs over the der- 
vishes in Somaliland.

Now mil- 
lions of money are spent to sénd the gospel to 
the heathen. What a change!

A Peace Compact With England. 


THE PROPOSED ARBITRATION TREATY.—FAVORING 
VIEWS OF EMINENT MEN. 


At a National Arbitration Conference, held 
in Washington on January 12th, steps were 
taken looking to the framing of a treaty of 
arbitration with Great Britain. The confer 
ence was presided over by the Hon. John W. 
Foster, ex-Secretary of State and former Min- 
ister to Spain, and resolutions were adopted 
to be presented to President Roosevelt and to 
Congress urging the negotiation of a treaty 
with Great Britain providing that all disputes 
arising between the two nations, which they 
may fail to adjust by diplomatic negotiations, 
shall be referred to the “permanent court at 
The Hague; or. in default of such submissic® » 
by some tribunal specially constituted rur t 
ase.” It was also resolved that “our Gov- 
ernment should enter into treaties to the same 
effect, as soon as practicable, with other pow- 
ers.” These resolutions were presented to 
President Roosevelt by the committee on Jan- 
uary 13th, and in response the President said, 
in substance, that he was heartily in accord 
with the International Arbitration Conference 
in its efforts in this direction, and that he 
would devote his most careful consideration 
to the subject, and take all possible practical 
action in the direction of bringing about such 
understandings between this country and other 
nations. A number of representative educa- 
tors and other men identified with the arbitra: 
tion movement in years past have been asked 
to express their views briefly in regard to the 
proposed treaty with Great Britain, and some 
of the replies secured are here given: 

From Charles L. Thompson, D. D., 

Secretary Presbyterian Board of Home Missions. 

1 am heartily in favor of an arbitration 
treaty between this country and England. I 
think it should include all questions, both ju- 
dicial and territorial. It cannot be made too 
strong to meet my views, nor too inclusive. 
I do not believe any question between the two 
parts of the great Anglo-Saxon race should 


‘ ever again be submitted to the arbitrament of 


the sword.

together than any two nations in the world’s 
history. Even the Irish question, which was 
supposed to have had its influence in defeat- 
ing the Arbitration Treaty in 1897, has now as- 
sumed such kindly relations as to point to the 
passage of the treaty in the interest of the en- 
tire United Kingdom, as well as for the best in- 
terests of the United States. Since 1897 Eng-

I be- 
lieve we do not think there is so much need to 
preach Christ as when Paul was brought be- 
fore Felix, for the reason that his birth and 
resurrection have been sung and recited—TI 
came near saying paraded—so much in our 
civilized world; and sometimes IT think if. 
should we observe fewer feast-davs for the 
Christian and go oftener into our closets and 
prayer-room, many of the present unregenerate 
would be asking, “What shall T do that I may 
have eternal life?” Christ said, “And T, if T 
be lifted up, will draw all men unto me.” Mis- 


sionaries will tell you that they preach Jesus 
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to the heathen; that the heathen come to hear 
more about Jesus. It is the story of the Christ 
which leads men to seek God. I heard the 
Scriptures expounded from infancy, and the 
thoughts of many -wise men ertered into the 
daily readings; but it was my mother’s simple 
story of the cross over which I wept, which 
led me into the kingdom. The only time I 
ever listened to Dwight L. Moody he preached 
from the text, “Come unto me all ye that la- 
bor and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest,” and it was said that many went even to 
the street wiping the tears from their eyes. 
It was not because Dwight L. Moody preached 
to them in well-rounded sentences, beautiful 
oratory, nor yet because he spoke to them with 
the eloquence of Patrick Henry, or with a 
sublimity of. language like the apostle Paul’s, 
that men were so moved and converted, but 
because he presented Christ with a heart throb- 
bing with love and sympathy as the great bur- 
den-bearer of the world. Only the goodness of 
God as it is revealed in and through Jesus 
Christ can make. men believe. As I read 
Christ's account of himself, T am more and 
more impressed with the strength and beauty 
of the religion of the lowly Nazarene. Oh, 
preach Christ! Of whom did David sing? Of 
whom did the prophets tell? What was God’s 
first message to fallen man? “I am deter- 
mined not to know anything among you save 
Jesus Christ and him crucified,” the apostle 
said. I like that thought of the great reform- 
er’s to which Geo.

A Petition.

“Create in me a clean heart and renew a right spirit 
within me.”—Ps,. 51:10. 

There is more in this simple petition than 
appears from the surface. I find that the spir- 
itual often exercises a controlling influence 
upon our opinions and -conduct. We some- 
times see those who, for years settled in their 
doctrinal views, suddenly embrace sentiments 
quite the opposite. It is no evidence of hy- 
pocrisy. They were sincere, and still they are 
The change wrought in them was not 
brought about by any additiona! light, as they 
suppose, but by a change in their spirit. They 
have suffered a spirit of resentment or world- 
liness to come upon them, and this change in 
their spirit is attended with a corresponding 
one in their views. They do not see things as 
they formerly did, because they pre not what 
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they were. If any person is filled with the 
Holy Spirit, he is led into all truth by it. He 
is keenly alive to all erroneous doctrine. He 
is valiant for the truth. If he yields himself 
up to some other spirit, he becomes liberal and 
compromising. He thinks it makes no differ- 
ence what a man believes. He can be a Calvin- 
ist or Arminian, or anything else, just as it 
seems expedient. He can hold -to baptism or 
give it up, just as policy demands. That big 
bottle that stands in the apothecary’s shop win- 
dow looks green or red, according as the water 
is colored that fills it. So anyone’s outward 
appearance depends upon the spirit that con- 
trols the inner man. If the spirit of humility 
is in the ascendancy, there is plainness and 
simplicity in ‘the attire; if the spirit of pride 
prevails, the dress may be no better, but there 
is something in the manner in which it is made 
and worn which seems to invite admiration. 
If any one gives place to a spirit of jealousy, it 
is manifest in unkind -remarks, in damaging 
insinuations and bitter sarcasm. If a worldly 
spirit gains control, prayers are shortened, the 
Bible unread, worldly associations are sought, 
and the attention is taken up with things 
which perish in their using. In short, what- 
ever the doctrine which anyone holds, his out- 
ward conduct will be shaped by the spirit that 
controls within. The temper determines the 
conduct. This being true, let us all join in the 
petition of David and say: “Lord, renew a 
right spirit within me.” David says, “Create 
in me a clean heart.” But this is not enough, 
so he adds, “renew within me a right spirit.” 

So we see it is not enough to pray for a clean 
heart, but we want that sanctifying power that 
is always attended by the right spirit. The 
petition is that it may be renewed. How of. 
ten? Just as often as there is any necessity 
for it. The apostle Paul says that he wanted 
his inner man renewed day by day. This is 
none too often in the occurrence of every-day 
life. The spirit has as much put upon it as 
it is able to bear. Our bodily strength must 
be renewed, or it as last gives way. The apos- 
tle says that God saves us by the renewing of 
the Holy Ghost, which he sheds on us abun- 
dantly. It is this renewing that we need to 
keep us right, and to make us fruitful in every 
good word and work. For the want of this 
we become dry and harsh and censorious, too 
weak and effeminate, and too much conformed 
to the world. Then do not rest in past expe- 
riences too much, however satisfactory they 
may have been at first, for we are commanded 
to go on to perfection in the fear of the Lord. 
The preacher who does this will have some- 
thing new for the people when he preaches 
from old texts. He will not preach old ser- 
mons. The hungry will find food for their 
souls as they listen to him. 

If you would have a right spirit renewel 
within you, you must wait on the Lord in 
prayer, as David did, with penitence and sub- 
mission, with great faith in God. Let noth- 
ing come between you and your God that will 
cause you to neglect your Bible and prayer. 

Let us notice a little fruit of the right spirit. 
The apostle says the fruit of the spirit is “love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance.” <A right spirit 
is a courageous spirit. “It has convictions and 
stands by them. Timid, shrinking people may 


become Christians; but when occasions call for 
it, the Holy Spirit makes them firm and gives 
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them courage, when those who are naturally 
bold and forward give way. It is very often 
the case, when persecutions of this world come 
on account of the word, they are ready to com- 
promise—the ones whom every one supposed 
would stand firm until the end. And many 
are ready to die for the truth, in whom such 
heroism was least expected. True Christian 
courage is not froward and obtrusive, nor 
coarse and belligerent. It is modest and retir- 
ing; but when called upon in plain discharge 
of any duty, it will go unflinchingly to prison 
and death. A right spirit is a spirit of love. 
It is constantly finding something to do to adj 
happiness to others. It doesn’t intentionally 
wound, unless it is with a desire to heal. It 
discourages only with purpose to bring in a 
better hope. It takes away the props on which 
some people lean, only that they may build 
upon a more sure foundation. Charity suffer- 
eth long and is kind. A right spirit is a hum- 
ble spirit. It matters not what graces or gifts 
anyone possesses, if he is proud in spirit, he 
spoils it all. <A right spirit is a meek and pa- 
tient spirit. It bears slights and provocations 
undisturbed. People get out of patience be- 
cause they have not the patient spirit. 

Beloved, have you a right spirit? If you 
have, in order to keep it, have it in constant 
exercise. And we must see that it is renewed 
whenever it is necessary. Many other quali- 
fications for usefulness are neutralized because 
they are not found with the right spirit.

Shall We Celebrate?

Celebrate what? Why, our denominational 
beginning, of course. When? At some date 
between 1893 and 1908. Too obscure and 
small, do you.say? The Bible tells us not to 
despise the day of small things. Every fam- 
ily, state, kingdom and empire was once small. 
Io you say we are too far behind the fighting 
membership, education, salaries, 
wealth and prestige? This is exactly why we 
should celebrate, and show our hand and grow 
strong. 

We ought to feel as good as anyone because 
we are right. Celebrating will help us to grow 
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bigger. We ought to have a convention every 
year, instead of every four years. This is the 
biggest hit the Disciple Christians have made 
of late years. But first of all, have a centen- 
nial, This will increase our membership, 
wealth, influence and prestige all the way from 
10 to 20 per cent, making such a meeting pay 
well. There is not a sect that believes we got 
up the first religious newspaper; but this cel- 
ebration will fix that fact. The Disciple 
Christians all over the West and South pro- 
claim that they arose in 1803 and on, when 
they did not get to work unti! after 1820. If 
so, I would like to have the facts. We are 
entirely ignored by them. A }¢ople that start- 
ed in 1793, and had a denominational exist- 
ence from 1793 to 1808, and a newspaper be- 
sides, and has not the moral courage to stand 
up and proclaim it, is liable to be plowed un- 
der and forgotten. The Disciples are going 
to have a centennial in honor of Thomas Camp- 
bell in 1809, because he wrote an article that 
year that contained their after-Bible princi- 
ples in organizing after 1820. 

Can’t we afford to stand upon our own 
ground? Is there not one “wise” man in the 
denomination that can see an opportunity? 
Is there not one editor among several that has 
hind-sight enough, as well as foresight, to see 
a denominational crisis? If so, the Lord have 
mercy ! If one Nicholas Summerbell was on 
deck, I would trust his judgment. There are 
doubtless many Summerbells, but I don’t know 
them. I would like to see even one called out 
by this “plea.” One man got the American 
Christian Convention on its feet. Is there not 
one man left to start a movement to our he- 
roic beginning in 1793? Answer, ye weary 
winds that sweep from Kentucky and the Car- 
olinas over New England. Oh, for a dead 
Pike, or Shaw, or Millard, or Walters, or 
Badger, to be alive for one memorial hour! 
Any one of them would help us fix the fact 
that a new church arose in 1793, and to 1820 
bore the only name of “Christian,” before it 
was disputed as now by another people. 

I verily thought the last convention would 
certainly move in this thing, and I began to 
write biographies of some of the early actors 
and organizers, beginning with Joseph Thomas 
and Elias Smith, anticipating the move. 

Who will fix the date between 1793 and 1908? 
Where shall we meet? What time in the 
year? How much money shall we then raise? 

Brethren, “speak unto the people, that they 
go forward!’ There ought to be a common 
interest and ambition enough to do it. If our 
several local origins are deemed too far apart 
to have one celebration in New England or 
New York, then each locality might have one 
on its own account; and I will vouch for the 
Canada Conference to celebrate on its own ac- 
count. In any event, let us hear from the 
several quarters. 

Brethren, right about face! Shall we have 
one general celebration? Or, shall we have 
several local celebrations? Speak out! For- 
ward! 

I am so surprised and delighted because I 
have just learned that ten years ago our two 
brethren, Moffett and Hurley, of the Christian 
Sun, got out a centennial number of the Swn at 
Raleigh that should even now be known to the 
whole denomination and may now be ordered 
of J. O. Adkinson, present editor of the Sun, 
at Elon, N. C., for 5 cents a copy. It consists 
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of an edition of twelve pages of the Sun, be- 
which is illumi- 
nated and illustrative like the rest. It is an 
elegant offering to the church South, and 
should be at once put into book form for gen- 
eral circulation, as now talked of by Brother 
Adkinson. The front cover page has a like- 
ness of Moffett and Hurley, a fine cut of Elon 
College, and two hymns from D. E. Millard, 
one on the centennial, the other on Rice Hag- 
gard, who in 1804 stood up in the chapel at Le- 
banon, Surry county, North Carolina, and pro- 


sides a pink colored cover, 


posed to give the name Christian to the breth- 
ren of the South. Besides the cuts of Elon 
Coliege, the Suffolk College and Military In- 
stitute and Christian chapels of Burlington, 
Raleigh and Berea, it has the cuts of twenty- 
six preachers, South and North, most of whom 
have articles to enrich this number, and among 
these preachers, but not the least, is that 
prince of preachers, W. B. Wellons. 

This Centennial number is rich in articles 
of a historical character relating to our rise 
in the South, and should 
served in book form, together with some other 
matter now available, especially on account of 
some other early authors in the South, includ- 
ing the picture and labors of James O'Kelly. 
Here is a part of one of the editorial articles: 

In 1794, Rev. James O’Kelly and about thirty others 
made up the list of our ministers. In 1894, our rolls 
show 1,522. In 1794, we had barely enough churches 
for our thirty-one ministers. In 1894, there are 2,065 
pulpits from which our blessed principles are pro- 
claimed. In 1794, a few hundred members wore the 
beautiful name which we have learned to love so well. 
In 1894, there are 133,551 who, in honor of the great 
Head of the church, choose to wear his name. In 1794, 
our few churches were but humble places of worship. 
In 1894, beautiful temples rear their spires heavenward; 
and now our church property is valued at $2,229,937.53. 
In 1794, no institution of learning was owned and main- 
tained in the interest of our church. In 1894, ten col- 
leges and scores of lower grade institutions’ gather our 
boys and girls under their sacred roofs. In 1794, no 
church paper heralded our principles and recorded our 
current history. In 1894, ten periodicals issue from 
our presses in various sections of the country, and 


serve as powerful aids in the stimulation of our people 
to more earnest efforts, to grander achievements.

from Baptists, Methodists, etc., and protested 


against their creeds as unscriptural, and their 


Calvinistic doctrines and their supercilious 
ways and methods as unbearable. Orthodox 
and hyper-Calvinistic leaders here in New Eng- 
land seemed to lord it over God’s heritage. 
For many years the people were obliged to be 
taxed for the support of orthodox preachers. 
The Christians were a powerful factor in eman- 
cipating the people from unwilling support 
to the regular clergy. The Christians were 
willing to fellowship all who professed reli- 
gion, and who also possessed Christ’s Spirit 
and served him as their Lord. On the other 
side, the sectarian people were eager to have 
accessions to their churches, bu! could not tol- 
erate those who differed from them. 
tians were spoken against and ostracised. 
They were called New Lights, Christ-ians, to 
suit the caprice of so-called evangelical sects. 
But when the people heard the Christians 
called “heretics,” they wanted all the more 
to hear their ministers preach. Many were 
converted under the faithful ministry of Elias 
Smith, Abner Jones, N. Summerbell, and 
scores of other godly men and powerful preach- 
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ers. Many churches were soon established, 
and these accomplished much for Christ and 
his kingdom. * * * The great Waterloo of the 
Christians was the Millerite craze in 1843-4. 
Many of our churches were carried into Second 
Adventism. We have never recovered from 
that upheaval, and the rebound into doubt, 
deadness and religious indifference, of which 
Millerism was the producing cause. 

Some of our fathers were in error as to their 
views of ministerial support, and the need of 
looking after proper legal rights in holding 
church property. They did not see, as we do 
now, the need of organized and systematized 
labor in church and society work. Hence, as 
a result, many valuable church properties 
slipped away from the control of the Chris- 
tians. 

But, brethren, these dear old fathers were 
right concerning the main issues. Christian 
liberty in God’s service they contended for 
with much zeal and success. They said, “The 
Bible is our creed. Christian fellowship we 
give to all who evince Christian character.” 

And, secondly, the Congregationalists and 
others are still looking askance at the Chri: 
denomination. They. have nearly the 
same ideas concerning us as did their fathers. 
They are a little more politic, and a little more 
courteous in their general bearing. A short 
time ago a Congregational minister asked me 
if I were not preaching to the Christ-ians. 
His look and tones betrayed his inwar1] 
thoughts and feelings. Yes, Christians can_ 
join Congregationalists, Baptists, Methodists, 
etc., by surrendering all their salient beliefs 
and becoming sectarians. No half-way, breth-

Thirdly, What the 
appears to lack and greatly need is more esprit 
de corps. There is a wide field for the Chris- 
tian denomination. It is utterly fatuous to 
think of disintegration, and then join 
tarians.

Faith.

We hear so much about faith in these days, 
that we are disposed to question if after all 
the mass of the people in Christian lands are 
not already in a saved condition. Only be- 
lieve, and you are saved, is the cry. There are 
but few exceptions, no matter how irreligious 
the persons interrogated but who will reply in 
the affirmative to the following questions: 

Do you believe in the existence of an Al- 
mighty Creator of the Universe? That Jesus 
Christ was an actual person, that as the Son 
of God he was put to death by crucifixion up- 
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on a cross for the sins of the world? Do you 
believe that the Holy Spirit can be received in. 
to human hearts? That the Bible is the voice 
of God speaking through the mouth of finite 
man, to men? That Jesus Christ according to 
the Scriptures, died to make your salvation 
possible? Do you believe that repentance of 
sin and confession is essential to its removal? 
That you cannot be saved unless you accept 
him as your Savior, and conform your life to 
his? Do you believe in a future life, in re. 
wards and punishments, after death, that man 
will be rewarded according to the manner of 
life he has lived while in the flesh? Do you be- 
lieve that the future state will be changeless, 
and for ever, and ever? With the exception of 
the last question, the above list is the orthodox 
creed of the masses. Even the libertine, the 
profane, the bloated inebriate, the perjurer, 
and the red-handed murderer, with the blood 
of his fellows fresh upon his garments, does 
not hesitate to raise the sacred volume to his 
lips and imprint a kiss upon the book contain- 
ing all the denunciations against sin, and all 
unrighteousness without the movement of a 
muscle. It is recorded of devils that they be 
lieved and trembled, yet men guilty of many o1 
those sins, professing also to believe, will read- 
ily kiss the beok, and with no visible signs of 
trembling. With a lie in his mouth, and per- 
jury upon his soul, man upon whose brow was 
stamped the image of his Creator, can laugh, 
and lightly regard the awful doom of Annaias 
and Sapphira, and still profess to be a believer 
in all that is essential to his salvation. 

Now, what does all this mean? and has if 
a meaning? It is not a question of how much, 
or how little, but what is the character, and 
complexion of such faith. It is not the “faith 
that works by love and purifies the heart.” 
It is not even a dead faith, were it possible for 
such a thing to exist. It is simply presump- 
tuous cant, an empty sound, nothing more. 
When an ambitious adventurer aspiring to be- 
come a leader of some new religious move- 
ment, like Dowie, Mrs. Mary Eddy, or Joseph 
Smith, starts out, it is easy to say I have a new 
faith, or I have succeeded in finding the old 
primitive faith, or when a candidate seeking 
membership into some popular orthodox com- 
munion, to say I am a believer, I have faith in 
God. That is a base statement when standing 
alone,and to say the least, non-committal. Will 
your faith bear examination? What do you 
believe? In what have you faith? Do you re- 
ply that you have accepted the creed of the 
body with which you are now identified? That 
you have faith in God? That is good for it 1s 
w.itten. “he that cometh to God must believe 
that he is, and that he is a rewarder of all 
those who diligently seek him.” What led you 
to such a belief? Have you no misgivings, or 
doubts in your mind, as to God’s actual exis. 
tence? How is such faith influencing your 
life? I anticipate your answer, and will state 
it for you. It is the faith of the church, the 
faith of men of:great learning, and professed 
piety, and your minister has over and over 
again, reminded you of his existence, in fact 
has demonstrated the proposition by incontro- 
vertible argument. Very true, the opinion of 
men of ripe scholarship and unimpeachable 
piety, should carry conviction to the less: in- 
formed. Information coming from such a 
source justifying the claims set up as to the 
existence of an Alniighty Creator, should be 
very precious to you, but you want something 
more than hearsay for your faith. You want, 
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a personal knowledge, an inner consciousness 
of his presence with you. If your faith is gen 
uine, if a correct faith, you are his offspring 
and the child should have a personal knowl- 
edge of his father. What would you think of 
the man when informed by a messenger from 
another country, that he had a father whose re- 
sources were inexhaustible, and that he was 
anxious that his son should enjoy his immense 
wealth, and share in his love, who would reply 
by saying, “I believe the message to be true, I 
have faith that my father is yet alive, and is 
all as reported,” and yet manifest no furth- 
er interest? If in straightened circumstances, 
would it not be the most natural thing for him 
to do, to find out something of the character 
of the messenger, and by whose authority he 
had been commissioned? It might be an im- 
position imposed upon him, in order to add to 
his humiliation and wretchedness. 


The cloak of honesty and sincerity does not 
necessarily inclose a correct faith. Some of 
the grossest absurdities and most abominable 
concoctions have been dished up to the public 
recently, such as Mormonism, Christian Scien- 
tism (falsely so called), and last, though by 
no means least, Dowieism, and strange to say, 
greedily devoured by multitudes as a sweet 
morsel. If there are among those classes hypo- 
critical pretenders, there are aiso found in 
their different fellowships many honest and 
sincere adherents; some who would not only 
sacrifice their last dollar, but their very life 
in defense of their cause. Such zeal, devotion 
and loyalty, does not argue a perfect creed, or 
confession of faith. The religion of Jesus 
Christ differs from all other formulated sys- 
tems of religion in the world, in that it is a 
live system, adjusting itself to all the varied 
conditions of human life, wherever found, 
throughout all ages. It is a unique system, in 
that it has a living foundation, a living head, 
a living intercessor, a living body, permeated 
by a living, quickening Spirit, demanding of 
its adherents a living faith. It is infinite in 
its origin and conception, yet finite in its out- 
ward form and door of membership. Its con- 
ditions are definitely specified, easily under- 
stood, while the nature of its work and pur- 
pose are plainly outlined. Its constitution is 
jealously guarded, and divinely protected 
against infringements, base imitations, modi- 
fications, interpolations, and curtailments, by 
the most solemn and awful denunciations, of 
future punishment. It is the only system that 
will stand the test of human criticism, be 
ing accepted by the wisest, most highly ed- 
ucated, most widely informed, and the most in- 
fluential persons the wide world over, who 
have honestly and carefully examined it and 
compared it with other religious systems of 
the world. Something of its value may be 
known by its contribution to the interests of 
the race, by the development of the latent and 
nobler faculties of the soul, rooting out the 
lower animal propensities, and bringing to the 
surface the hitherto hidden graces of refine- 
ment, friendship and love. 


There is nothing in the system that will suf- 
fer under the eye of the keenest criticism. Even 
the higher critics with all their loud preten- 
sions to superiority, and persistency, have as 
yet been unable to overthrow it, nor will they 
ever. “The gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” The more time spent over it, and 
the greater their efforts to weaken the faith 
of those who know its value, serves but to re- 
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veal the weakness of their cause, and the fal- 
lacy of their pretensions. 

The God of the Bible and the religion of Je- 
sus Christ must be the God and religion of the 
church and the world. There is nothing else 
that will meet the demands of human life. 
“And this gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in the whole world (or inhabited 
earth), for a testimony unto all the nations; 
and then’ shall the end come.” The spread of 
this gospel is God’s method of saving a lost 
race, and bringing them back to a loving, fil- 
ial obedience and safe enclosure. The sub- 
stance, essence, heart and life of the gospel is 
Jesus Christ, his Son. He is the stone which 
was set at naught by Jewish builders, “And 
in none other is there salvation; for neither is 
there any other name under heaven, that is 
given among men, wherein we must be saved.” 
That the world’s faith might rest upon reliable 
evidence, his coming fulfilled the voice of 
prophecy and enabled him to reveal the Fath- 
er’s divine personality, and superlative love. 
Mark his testimony: “even as the Father know- 
eth me, and I know the Father, and I lay down 
my life for the sheep.” John 10:15. “No man 
hath seen God at any time; the only begotten 
Son, which is in the bosom of the Father, he 
hath declared him.” John 1:18. “All things 
have been delivered unto me of my Father; 
and no man knoweth the Son, save the Father; 
neither doth any know the Father save the 
Son, and he to whomsoever the Son willeth to 
reveal him.’ Matt. 11:27. In several of his 
epistles Paul speaks of Christ as being the 
image of the invisible Father. Col.1:15. “Who 
is the image of the invisible God, the first born 
of all creation.” 2d Cor. 4: 4. “In whom the 
god of this world hath blinded the minds of the 
unbelieving that the light of the gospel of the 
glory of Christ, who is the image of God, 
should dawn upon them.” Heb. 1: 3. “Who 
being the effulgence of his glory, and the very 
image of his substance, etc.” The meaning of 
the term image as used by Paul may be gather- 
ed from Phil. 2: 6 where he uses another word, 
expressive of personality. “Have this mind in 
you, which was also in Christ Jesus: who be- 
ing in the form of God, counted it not a prize 
to be on an equality with God, but emptied 
himself, taking the form of a servant, being 
made in the likeness of men.” In this passage 
the term form is twice used as applying to 
God, and once as applying to men. The mean- 
ing was evidently the same. 

The above passages will serve to exp’ain 
Christ’s answer to Philip, who was very de 
sirous of seeing the Father. “Have I been so 
long time with vou, and dost thou not know 
me, Philip? He that hath seen me hath seen 
the Father; how sayest thou, shew us the 
Father?” Again, “He that beholdeth me be- 
holdeth him that sent me.” John 12: 45. 

In these prayers, and others of like nature, 
together with their connections we have iden- 
tification, yet distinction of persons, free from 
all ambiguity and confusion of ideas. To the 
rejectors of inspiration, and the skeptic, such 
statements may be of no value, as reasons for 
believing in the existence of an intelligent first 
cause, apart from nature. If this be true, it 
remains for those who deny the existence of 
the God of revelation, to satisfactorily account 
for matter, life, spirit, and intelligence, as now 
understood. 

If nature speaks not with audible voice her 
testimony, it is assuredly corroborative of the 
statements of revelation, and furnishes the 
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basis of a clear, strong and doubtless faith, as 
expressed by an eminent writer who was good 
authority in the first Christian era. “Because 
that which may be known of God is manifest 
in them; for God manifested it unto them. 
For the invisible things of him since the cre- 
ation of the world are clearly seen, being per- 
ceived through the things that are made, even 
his everlasting power and divinity; that they 
may be without excuse.” Rom. 1: 19-20. Truly 
“the heavens declare the glory of God, and the 
firmament sheweth his handiwork.” Ps. 19:1. 

From the most powerful animal that roams 
through the forests, the great monsters of the 
deep blue sea, the eagle that soars aloft sun- 
ward, to the smallest insect that crawls in the 
dust, or is crushed by foot of man, are seen 
evidences of superior wisdom, and power 
transcending the wisest and most powerful of 
earth. The richly hued, variegated, little flow- 
er crushed by the foot of royalty, as it sheds 
forth its aroma upon the evening air, and from 
whose petals the busy bee receives its precious 
nectar, and the acorns which contain the ger- 
minal of the mighty giant of the forest, bear 


equal testimony to the fact, that an infinitely 


wise designer and executor has been at work, 
and that all organized and vitalized matter, 
whether animal or vegetable, is the special 
object of the love and protection of an all-lov- 
ing Creator, whose interest in the work of 
his hands and creative skill, weakens not, 
neither knows any abatement. What a blessed 
assurance. “The Lord is good to all: and his 
tender mercies are over all his works.” The 
eyes of all wait upon him; and he giveth them 
their meat in due season. “Thou openest thine 
hand and satisfieth the desire of every living 
thing. The young lions do roar after their 
prey, and seek their meat from God, that thou 
givest them, they gather, thou openest thine 
hand, they are filled, with good things. All 
wait upon thee; and thou givest them their 
meat in due season.” “O Lord how manifold 
are thy works! in wisdom hast thou made them 
all: the earth is full of thy riches.” Gentle 
reader, can you not exercise faith in such a 
God as this? If you can you are on a plane 


with the first disciples of our blessed Lord, and 


his “let not your heart be troubled: ye believe 
in God, believe also in me,” should be as com- 
forting to you, as it was to them. The place 
he went to prepare was not alone for the ben- 
efit of those who received his personal instruc- 
tions and companionship, but for you and all 
who would become his disciples through their 
word. “Neither for these only do I pray, but 
for them also that believe on me through their 
word.” John 17:20. “Beloved, believe not every 
spirit, but try the spirits whether they are of 
God because many false prophets are gone out 
into the world.”—“take heed that no man de- 
ceive you”—* prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good.” “Faith, saving faith, comes by 
hearing, and hearing by the word of God.”

More Battles On the Hepburn Bill. 


On March 2, 3, 4, there are to be further 
hearings on the Hepburn-Dolliver bill, to pro- 
tect state laws of all kinds against nullifica- 
tion by liquor dealers outside the state who 
invoke the “interstate commerce” powers of 
Congress and sell “original packages” to 
“speakeasies.” That is the whole case in a 
sentence. It is not a question of “liberty” but 
anarchy. The law would simply give a state 
full contro] of liquor selling within its bor- 
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ders, and prevent outsiders from doing what 
citizens of the state cannot legally do. No 
one would be prevented from buying liquors 
wherever they are legally sold, in the state or 
outside. Any one could import liquors for pri- 
yate use. Only the “blind tiger” and the “hole 
in the wall” will be affected. 

But opposition to this legislation against 
lawlessness was made at the first hearing in 
the name of German-Americans. It was de- 
clared that they are one-tenth of our popula- 
tion, and in the same breath the National Ger- 
man-American Alliance, with little 
more than a million meters, claimed to speak 
for them all in advocating “liberty” to break 
down state laws. 
members understand what an anarchistic posi- 
tion they have been drawn into by the brewers, 
who are using them to defend their “speak- 
easy” trade. Let every law-abiding American 
citizen of German birth or parentage protest 
at once against being arrayed in defense of 
lawlessness, and petition for the passage of 
the bill. Especially let churches of Lutherans, 
German Methodists, German Baptists, 
man Presbyterians, Reformed Germans, Evan- 
gelicals and other bodies mostly of German 
descent, at once petition fer the bill by vote 
or otherwise.

The Anti-Saloon League and W. ©. T. U. 
having both spoken at the first hearing, the 
International Reform Bureau is to speak in 
the next, and will seek especially to refute by 
proofs in hand the idea that German-Ameri- 
cans, other than brewers and politicians, are 
generally against this bill. The Bureau there- 
fore asks that a multitude of letters to Con- 
gressmen and petitions to Congress be sent to 
the undersigned to show that German-Ameri- 
cans are not all or even a majority of them in 
favor of breaking down our laws made by ma- 
jority rule. After being used in the hearing 
they will be turned over to proper Congress- 
men and Senators. 

The brewers have scored an advantage in 
getting a delay till March for the hearings, 
against the protest of the friends of the bill. 
But let us make the delay intensify our appeal.

Elijah. 
BY F. P. FISH. 

Are we in this gospel age to expect a third 
Elijah? . 

Are those who teach or make 
claims in the affirmative in error? 

The teaching of the word of God upon pres- 
ent truth is clear and gives no room for vary- 
ing opinions when it is understood. 

Let us consider some of the passages of 
Scripture upon this subject of Elijah and see 
if we do not find their meantng so plain that 
we all will be “of the same mind” and “all 
speak the same thing.” 

In Mal. 4:5, 6, we read, “Behold, I will send 
you Elijah the prophet before the great and 
terrible day of Jehovah come. And he shall 
turn the heart of the fathers to the children, 
and the heart of the children to their fathers.” 
And in Luke 1:17, the angel says of John the 
Baptist that he should go before the Christ “in 
the spirit and power of Elijah, to turn the 
hearts of the fathers to the children, and the 
disobedient to walk in the wisdom of the just; 
to make ready for the Lord a people prepared

from among his brethren. 


for him.” How similar are these two proph- 


ecies? Does John of the one refer to the 
Klijah of the other? Jesus says of John 


(Matt. 11:14), “And if ye are willing to re- 


ceive it, this is Elijah, that is to come.” This 
statement of our Lord certainly ties these 
two prophecies together. This will be more 


clearly seen in our consideration of Matt. 17: 
10-13. Here the disciples coming down from 
the transfiguration scene on the Mount ask our 
Lord a question. 


from the 
cloud which declared Jesus to be the Son of 
God, the promised Redeemer; they have seen 
Elijah talking with him, and there is brought 
to their mind a teaching of the scribes. They 
are now sure that their Savior is come, but 
there is one thing which troubles them, and 
they ask, “Why then say the scribes that Eli- 
jah must first come?” (They did not yet com- 
prehend that John answered to the prophecy, 
although Jesus had previously told them so.) 
“And Jesus answered, and said unto them, 
Elijah truly shall first come, and restore all 
things.” This seems to be the point at which 
error in teaching upon the subject arises. This 
part of our Lord’s reply is misunderstood. It 
has been separated from that which closely fol. 
lows and it is thought that he refers to a com 
ing of Elijah future to the time he is speaking. 
This is not so, as the following verse shows. 
He speaks from the view-point of the scribes, 
as though the prophecy of Malachi was unful- 
filled. 

The use of the word first in the question and 
reply shows the reference to be to time pre- 
vious to the first-coming of the Christ, but fu- 
ture as regards the prophecy. 


They have just heard the voice 


Jesus says in effect, the scribes are right thus 
far—Elijah, indeed, cometh, must come, as 
the Scriptures declare. “But J say unto you, 
that Elijah is come already, and they knew 
him not.” “Then understood the disciples that 
he spake unto them of John the Baptist.” Not 
of Elijah the Tishbite, or of a third Elijah: 

There is one other passage which we will 
consider in this connection, since some have 
misinterpreted it. Acts 3:22,—this prophecy 
refers to no other but the Christ. “A prophet.” 
Jesus was a prophet—Luke 13:33; in truth 
The Prophet foretold by Moses. Philip saith 
to Nathanael, We have found Him of whom 
Moses wrote, John 1:45. Jesus was raised up 
Wherefore it be- 
hooved him in all things to be made like unto 
his brethren; since then the children are shar- 
ers in flesh and blood, he also himself in like 
manner partook of the same. Heb. 2:17, 14. 

“Born of a woman born under the Law,” 
Gal. 4:4. “Like unto me.” Like as I am at 
present your mediator and law-giver, so at the 
appointed time another shall come and “to 
him shall ye harken in all things.” 

To whom were they to harken? At the 
transfiguration on the Mount, the voice said, 
not of Elijah, but of Jesus, “Hear ye Him.” 

Let it be noted for the benefit of some that 
the word “servant” in Acts 3:26, is the same 
word in Greek that is rendered “servant” in 
verse 13, also in Matt. 12:18, the latter a quo- 
tation fronr Isa. 42:1, all which passages re- 
fer to the Christ. 

Now, in closing, let us observe a few points. 

John preached the gospel which tends to the 
restoration of all things. He fulfilled his mis- 
sion and received the praise of his Lord. 

Not even the whole church can restore all 


things spoken of ; this will not be accomplished 
until the King himself comes at the appointed 
time, Acts 1:6; Rey. 19-11-16. 

Elijah or John did not demand of any to 
accept themselves, did not require a vow from 
their followers as to their being Elijah. They 
let their work testify, and directed attention 
from themselves to their Lord. The one cried, 
“If Jehovah be God, serve him ;” the other, “Be 
hold the Lamb of God which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” 

The Jews are not looking for a third Elijah. 
They are looking in vain for Elijah to come be- 
cause they will not receive the truth. 

The preaching of repentance and righteous- 
ness is one thing; the claim to be Elijah is an- 
other thing. In what way is the preaching or 
work of one who makes this claim changed 
from what it would be without the claim? 
What does the assertion amount to? 

“Now I beseech you, brethren, through the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all 
speak the same thing, and that there be no 
divisions among you; but that ye be perfected 
together in the same mind and im the same 
judgment.” .

The problems of civilized society are al- 
ready grave and intricate enough; but the 
problems of heathendom will be upon us be 
fore we are braced to the task. Events are 
moving with frightful rapidity, and soon the 
seething tides of national life, hitherto sep- 
arated by the thin and precarious wall of cus- 
tom, will give way, and the world-life will 
henceforth be one turbid stream. 

At this point and thereafter it will not be 
a question of what type of civilization shall 
we have here, and what there; but rather, 
what type shall dominate everywhere. This 
is inevitable. China is pow opening up to let 
the world in. Let us not, however, overlook 
the more startling fact that she is at the same 
time opening up to let China out. Soon will 
come the test of race and creed, and let us 
not deceive ourselves; only what is best, fit- 
test and truest will survive. 

In this connection the spirit and far-reach- 
ing aims and significance of the Student Vol- 
unteer movement and kindred organizations 
are apt to be overlooked. Here is a great 
spontaneous, voluntary organization of young 
men from the universities whose aim is “to 
evangelize the whole world in one generation.” 
No fanaticism here; no sickly pietism. There 
is rather a robustness of moral tone, a breadth 
of vision and a calm and resolute statesman- 
ship evident everywhere throughout the move- 
ment which makes virile hearts leap high with 
hope, and trumpets forward to duty the in- 
different and discouraged. 

These young soldiers of the cross have be- 
lieved on the Son, and they have life, super- 
natural, quenchless and universal, and this 
life is finding meet and natural expression in 
the highest and most sacred enthusiasms of 
youthful culture. A movement like this shat- 
ters all those fine-spun theories about “Chris- 
tianity losing its hold,” “the decay of the 
church,” with which certain philosophers of a 
bilious temperament are wont to regale them- 
selves. Movements like these, well-judged and 
aggressive, enable us to reach forward hope 
fully in the fashioning of our future world-_ 
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life. There is nothing surer than that so long 
as Christianity furnishes of her best brain and 
brawn to elevate those less fortunate to the 
plane where her own devotees live, move and 
have their being, so long will she mightily lead 
and inspire all world movements. This is the 
‘central thought of Christianity: we lift up 
Christ, and all the world follows. 

As the days go by, opportunities will chal- 
lenge zeal and faith, and the spirit which looks 
out undaunted upon the future will crystal- 
lize here and there in visible practical forms. 
He is dull indeed who does not now recognize 
the foreshadows of great events. Perils will 
go hand in hand with opportunities; but with 
that hope that never despairs, even though 
things may seem to go very far wrong, and 
with that charity that never faileth, the fu- 
ture is ours. By this faith Christians and 
Christianity will conquer; for

not even describe them, beyond saying 
that they were obscene; probably more 
obscene than any literature ever forbid- 
den the mails by the authorities, accord- 
ing to law. The students howled and 
screamed with delight. With students 
thus instructed at public expense, can we 
expect anything better than football? 
The game is only a symptom of a pre- 
vailing condition; and the better element 
of the country and age should awake to 


the impending dangers. Science cannot 
save us; invention cannot redeem us; 


commerce cannot exalt us; wealth can- 
not refine us. Only the religion of Jesus 
can make us fully humane and cultivated 
in heart.—Christian Conservator.

The newspapers of New Jersey should 
take off their hats to Governor Murphy, of 
that State, and so should every one who 
is nauseated by the increasing deface 
ment of our most beautiful landscapes 
by advertising tramps equipped with the 
paint pot and brush.

and days with suggestions of things that 
are disagreeable.”

The Christliche Welt (the organ of the 
great Berlin theologian, Professor Har- 
nack) gives an account of an interesting 
monograph on the date of the Crucifixion, 
which has been recently published by 
Professor Achelis, of Konigsberg. Alf the 
four Gospels mention that it was on a 
Friday that Christ was crucified, and the 
Last Supper must therefore have been 
eaten on the evening of Thursday. Now 
the Fourth Gospel adds distinct state- 
ments to the effect that the Passover, 
that year, did not begin until the evening 
of the Friday. But the three synoptic Gos- 
pels use various expressions which sug 


gest (though they never expressly as 
sert) that the Last Supper was itself 


the ordinary paschal meal, and therefore 
that it was on the evening of Thursday 
that the Passover began, so that Thurs 
day (and not, as John makes it, Friday) 
would be the fourteenth day of the month 
Nisan. Quite recently, the mathemati 
cians of the Berlin Observatory have 
worked out various astronomical calcula- 
tions suggested to them by Professor 
Achelis with a view of obtaining a scien- 
tifie certainty as to these chronological 
difficulties.. Starting from the fact tha 
Pilate entered Judea in 26 A. D., and left 
it before the Passover of 36 A. D., the 
question is—in what years of the period 
26-35 A. D. did either the fourteenth or 
the fifteenth of Nisan fall on a Friday? 
The astronomers reply that the fifteenth: 
never did; but that the fourteenth did in 
A. D. 30 (April 7th), and again in A. D. 
33 (April 3rd). Thus the accuracy of 
the writer of the Fourth Gospel is placed 
beyond doubt. Then comes the question 
of deciding between the two years. Pro 
fessor Achelis thinks that the data sup 
plied by Luke 3, and by John 2:20, are 
incompatible with the year 33. He ther« : 
fore concludes that the Crucifixion took 
place on April 7th, A. D. 30.—Christian 
Register.

The growing influence exerted by West- 
ern nations in the Mohammedan lands 
of the Orient has not unnaturally awak- 
ened strong animosities against European 
“orthodoxies.” Probably the most pro 
nounced militant expression of such feel- 
ing is that which has recently come from 
Sheik Abdul Hagk, of Bagdad, the head 
of a “Holy Islamic League,” organized 
throughout the Moslem nations for the 
purpose of guarding the highest inter 


ests of the Mohammedan religion and 
culture. The document was authorize 


by the League, and is entitled “Islam’s 
Last Word to Europe.” It is written in 
elegant French, and originally appeared 
in the Paris Figaro. It declares that 
“the hatred entertained by the people of 
Islam for Christianity is irreconcilable.” 
and adds: “After centuries of hard work 
spent in the attempt to make us friend]; 
towards you, the only result has bee 
that we now despise you more than was 
ever the case in the annals of history. (¢ 
ye wise men of Europe, ye must lear 
that a Christian, by the single fact that 
he is such, is in our eyes a blind man 
who has lost all the dignity and worth 
of a man. Ye Christians can have no 
conception of the terror and disgust that 
overcomes our souls at the very mention 
of the word “Trinity.” Between our 
faith and yours there is an impassable 
and eternal gulf fixed owing to your con- 
cept of the deity of Christ. Know that as 
we are filled with an overwhelming awe 
of our doctrine of the oneness of the 
true God, it is absolutely impossible for 
us to permit or to excuse anything that 
would in the least conflict with the one- 
ness of the indivisible God. Then, too, 
we have not forgotten the crusades; 
thesé are being continued in a hundred 
accursed forms even now.” This strange 
document proceeds at some length in the 
same threatening fashion, and concludes: 
“We don’t fear your threats or vour arms. 
What do we care for the things of this 
world? Victory or defeat is in the hand 
of God alone. It is our duty to die 
rightly, and the world has learned dur- 
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ing the past thirteen centuries that the 
Moslem knows how to die!” Probably 
Sheik Abdul Hagk might feel inclined to 
modify his language somewhat if he onl 
knew how commonly the doctrine of the 
unity of God is held in England to-day, 
even by those who do not openly admit
